Here is one of the marvels of signs 
that in the hands of experts it can 
can and does express the rhythm of 
true poetry, something no mouth 
could ever do. 

Mi-, and Mrs E. H. Hine, of 
Walerbury, spent Sunday, Decem- 
ber 25lh, in Hartford, the guests of 
Mrs. nine's mother, Mrs. Amelia 
Schmahl, who has a very pleasant 
home on Washington Street. 

The rug firm of the late Samuel 
Denchion, of Hartford, for whom 
Dana B Taylor has worke«l for 
some fifteen j'ears, has l>een organ- 
ize<l as a joint stook company, and 
wdl continue the Inrsiness both 
here in this city aud in New York, 
thus assuring Mr. Taylor of the 
probable continuance of his job.

Whereas, a 
little more school and college would 
be a great help to Ihem intclleotu- 
ally, and an abiding inapiratiou, 
and youth is the time for it, or 
never. And so far as our know- 
ledge of the deaf goes wo have in- 
variably found the Gallaudet Col- 
lege graduate and former pupils 
distinctively superior men. 

The Silent .Mission Irere in Con- 
necticut during the fourth Sunday 
of Advent took offerings for some 
Christmas gifts for the poor deaf iu 
our midst. This at the suggealion 
of Mr. J Rieger, of New Haven, 
and Mrs R. D. Beers, of Uiidgo- 
port. There are seven ot our un- 
fortunate deaf brothers and sisler-s 
here in this State ; three iu Alms 
Houses ; one iu Slate's priaon, on a 
33 yeara aentence ; aud one in 
hospital for niontl;s t trough now at 
home. All these men and woineu 
a few years ago wer-e pupils in our 
schools for the deaf, all but two of 
them in our Hartforvl school, aud 



then they were ha^py, stadioas. 
well-behaved and well in the body. 
But coutact with th? world, its 
stern demands on strength aud 
energy ; its fierce temptations ap- 
pealing to the flesh and its pa.^sions; 
and life's grinding (oil an<l troubles, 
and diflioulties peculiar »o the deaf, 
such as di-'dain, ridicule, and mis- 
understanding orr the part of th<> 
heating towards them — in short, 
the world piove«l too much for 
them, and except for the grace of 
the Good God they are down and 
out. 

Hence we venture to raise the 
question — cannot our schools for 
tlie deaf do more for their pupils? 
Can they not extend in some way 
their beneficent * and protecting 
work into the after-school 
perio<1 of life ? Could they not, for 
one thing definite, to help more of 
^heir pupils to attend Gallaudet 
College, or its preparatory school, 
as these adde«i years of study and 
association with wise hearing 
teachers and with the best of their 
followers, makes for stronger and 
finer manhood iu the deaf. Had 
the acme of efficiencj' in deaf-mute 
educational methods, or processes 
Ireen reache<l. We are asking 
these questiona for wiser heads than 
our own to ponder.

In the dining-room, we heheki a 
pile of gifts placed on one of the 
tables in tidy good order, a»d we 
were in a hustle t'O know and get 
our tight gifts. So when we were 
through with the breakfa»t. the 
gifts were distributetl by Miss Alice 
Judge, Messrs. I;K>uu8bury and 
Nimmo. Tlie girls were rather 
jealous, for not one of them received 
a gift ; but how kind of the boys for 
they consoled them with sweet 
wor-ds, telling them th<t)' might find 
theirs in their sitting-room, which 
is fitted with a bi^autiful Chritttmas 
tree — aud it waa the right gu»»8s. I 
know every reader of ilris Journal, 
is very anxious to know what the 
gifts were.

My dbak Mk. Hanson : — With 
reference to the Gallaudet Monu- 
ment that stands in front of the 
American School for the Deaf at 
Hartford, and about which you re- 
cently asked for further informa- 
tion, I beg to say that I was in 
Hartford last week, and in examin- 
ing tbe monument, I found it to be 
in such a dangerous condition, that, 
in my opinion, it evidently requires 
immediate attention. The granite 
base appears to be just as good as 
when new, but the whole marble 
resting on that base is in a very bad 
shape — in fact, I would not be sur- 
prised if it should fall down at any 
time like a rotten tree. 

In view of the fact that it was 
through the supreme and self-sacri- 
ficing efforts of Dr. Gallaudet that 
the deaf have been enabled to enjoy 
every benefit of education possi- 
ble, it would be just sad to think 
how ungrateful we would be if we 
don't show, in any way, our sincere 
appreciation of his noble and useful 
work done, in the way of establish- 
ing tbe first school for the deaf in 
this country of ours. 

Let me take the liberty of suggest- 
ing that you. President of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf, ap- 
point a committee with as little de- 
lay as possible, to see what ought 
to be done about the monument. 

From experience, I would say 
that marbU will never last any 
length of time, and that bronze will 
prove to be the best in the end. 

The American deaf, I am fully 
convinced, will most cheerfully re- 
spond to your request for donations 
to the matter of having a new bronze 
statue, which, in my opinion, will 
not cost more than a few thousand 
dollars. In that case, you may 
count upon me as one of them that 
will gladly donate something.

Editob I)KAF-MirrK8' Journal : 
Will you please lo pul)liNh the 
article of my piize trip to the Na- 
tional Convention al Colorado 
Springs in your worthy paper? 
From the late information, the two 
oilier winners have already written 
theirs lo the Journal. 

In the SiXeni Success, published at 
St. Louis, I noticed the announce- 
ment of some piizes that caused me 
to try and win a free trip and hotel's 
tiill, which required me to rai.se 
$250.00 for the Moving Picture 
Fund. About the latter part of 
June I started the work and finish- 
ed on the 2d of August — that is, I 
spent 27J days of 72 hours in travel- 
ing and 147} hours in soliciting, 
averaging atwut 8 hours per day, in 
tlie whole distance of 403 miles. 
Say, out of Ihe 27 daj's, 23 days of 
69 houis were S|>ent in traveling by 
my buggy at 333 miles, the different 
distances between 2 and 30 from 
home, and the other days, by rail- 
toad. 

One day before going for the 
West I finished the work with great 
happiness, but about worn out 
from the work during Ihe 
liottest month of July. If, in- 
stead of coming back to my widow- 
ed sister's for several days every 
week, as I had to do, I could certain- 
ly have done the work in less than 
20 days. The fanners being busy 
at work I diil not run in I he country 
hardly, but several villages and 
towns in Ihe half part of my home 
County and several others along a 
railroad through two nearest coun- 
ties. 

At every town I went to several 
l>est known men first, to put down 
thoir names on the blank list befoie 
seeing others, that hel[)ed my wf)rk 
out Mucctissfully. I was greatly 
encouraged at the kind words of the 
contriltutors. I did not let any one 
contribute to the fund without 
reading or understanding the mean- 
ing of the Moving Picture Fund for 
the Deaf. For instance, I once or 
twice refused to accept contribu- 
tions. Several be8t business friends 
not knowing those officers of the 
N. A. D. in Ihe upper corners of 
the blanks, an<l before contributing 
asked me several questions for 
more explanation, and then con- 
tributed largely. The contribu- 
tions being fiom ten cents to five 
dellars, mostly twenty-five cents 
and fifty cents ; some, one and 
two dollars, were given, but only 
t»y hearing people, who I claim are 
most of my old friends and acquain- 
tances. 

I was much obliged to Mr. O. H. 
Regensbuig, our woithy National 
Treasurer of the Moving Picture 
Fond, a lot of my thanks for a fine 
free trip, etc., which I highly ap- 
preciated and shall always remem- 
ber. The same to Mr. Walter 
Glover, our State Treasurer, for 
his Kreat Interest In my work. If 
I am ever in a place conveniently 
I shall gladi}' help the goo<i cause. 
God speed the great fund 1

Until the PItclier Is Perfect. 

Out of the pottery oven a young 
man was taking a beauliful piece of 
work. To the ordinary eye it was 
very nearly perfect in form, in 
oolorinif and in all ils workmanshiit. 
But tbe young man who had made 
it saw soinethini; of imperfection 
about tli(> pilclier, beautiful as it 
was. Wilh the pretty thing in his 
liaads lie stepped to the door. 
Ther'e was a ciush. The lovely 
pitcher fell to the ground, a little 
heap of bioken fragments. 

"Why (lid you do that?" someone 
who stood by asked. "1 thought it 
a most excellent piece of work." 

"It was not the best I could do 1 I 
never could be satisfied with it 1 
Now I am going to make a better 
one !" 

Then Josiah Wedgwood went 
back to do his best. To-day tbe 
world ptizes the Wedgwood pottery 
most for its beauty and perfection. 
The young man, who was not 
satisfied with anything but the best, 
put himself back of his work. From 
a humble workman he rose to be 
one of the greatest inaHfaoturersof 
the world In hisohosen liueof work. 
But never would he permit a piece 
of inferior pottery to jfo from his 
factory. Those who worked for him 
knew that it would be of no use to 
try to let poor pieces slip through. 

" That never will do for .Toslah 
Wedgwooil," they would say. "If 
it should come into his hands he 
would only tiieak it to pieces and 
perhaps discharge us." 

Yonder is u young carpenter at 
work. Watcli him a moment as he 
places his square across tbe end of 
a board and marks the line the saw 
is to follow in cullinif it off. Clofe 
against the edge of his board he 
brings one tonuue of his square, 
lie knows that the slightest variation 
here will give li'm a wavering line 
and spoil the work of the saw, for 
the board will not fit perfectly into 
the place for which it is intended. 
With steady hand he brings his pen- 
<!il toward him, pressing hard against 
the other tongue of the square. 
Slandinu up, he looks the work over. 
Is the line true? Nothing else will 
flo for Ihis man, for he is on his Way 
to the master carpenter's place. 
Every maik must be perfectly true, 
every cut of the saw as straight as a 
die, every mortise exactly on the 
mark. 

Up to the well-trained ear of the 
locomotive engineer of the fast 
express comes tlie grating of a piece 
of steel on another metal bearing. 
The piston is working hard. Slight 
as the noi.se is, he catches it and 
knows that the piston is wearing 
itself to i»ieces. Leaping from his 
places he seizes an oil can and drops 
a little stieam on the wearing 
metal. A smile lights up his face 
as he listens fur the sound that 
disturbed him a inoinent ago and 
does not hear it. 

But why not lei the steel wear? It 
is only a little wsy to the end of the 
run, where another engineer will 
relieve this young man? Does he 
need lo be so careful ? Listen to 
his answer: "I am working for 
the best place on this road. I must 
turn my engine over at the round- 
house in the beet possible coudition. 
Ishall not be satisfied until I cau 
do any work perfectly!" 

In a great factory where bronze 
work is done an old mun is polish- 
ing the surfaces of a beautiful door. 
Over and over again he pushes his 
polishing tools on the alreatly 
smooth surface. No sooner is he done 
with this time over, than he goes 
Imck and begins it all over again. 
Every spot and place on the door is 
touched and retouched, and you 
can see, even with your unskilled 
eye, that each time ovet leaves the 
door more beautiful. 

" But how can you tell when to 
stop?" you ask the old man. There 
is a smile on his face as he says: 
"We just keep at It till there Is 
nothing mere we can do." 

It is the keeping at It thatoounts. 
Josiah Wedgwood could not make a 
perfect [>iece of pottery at first. The 
young carpenter made many a 
wrong mark on the board before he 
reached the master meohaulo's 
bench. For years the ambitious 
engineer tolled on until at last he 
stood at the head of his profession. 
Whatever we do, the polishing 
must go on aud on and on, over 
and over again, until the beauty of 
perfection at last a|>|>i>iiru in our 
work. 

And, best of all, as we pm onr- 
eelves into our everyday work, 
earnestly, patiently, whole-heart- 
edly, the lines of our uharaoters 
come out more and more clearly. 
Life must have tbe chiseling aud 
Ihe painstaking and the patienoe, 
but the end is sogloiious that our 
hearts rejoice antl are glad that we 
have been thus faithful. — TTie 
C\<inf,matt.

Shootina Sharks With Water 

When he is working in water in- 
fested by sharks and other sea 
monsters likely lo do him harm, the 
diver has at present to rely for 
his safety on the use of the knife, 
or, failing, that on a quick return to 
the surface. Now comes the inven- 
tion of Captain Grold, a German 
diving instructor, who constructed a 
rifle which can be fired uutler water, 
and is designed for the l>etter arm- 
ing of the diver. The most remark- 
able thing about this Is that it fires, 
not bullets, but water, which is 
propelled with such force that it has 
an extraordinary power of penetra- 
tion. Indeed, the iuventoi himself 
has piert?ed armour plate of medium 
thickness with the water jet from 
his weapon. The rifle has a stout 
barrel and is loadeti with a cart- 
ridge casixl in India rubber. It is 
woith recalling, perhaps, thatexperi 
ments wen^ made in the sixties with 
a submarine rifle firing small ex- 
plosive projectiles by means of com- 
presmnl air, but the invention never 
got beyond the experimental stage 
and no details of it are to be had. — 
lUiuitraUd London Ntws.

The Iron Mask 

Who was Ihe man whe wore it ? 

The records of the Bastille prison 
in Paris shows that on September 18, 
1098, a masked prisoner was brought 
there, who had been kept in custody 
for a time in two other prisons, says 
TJie Housekeeper for October. His 
name was not put on record, and his 
face was kept concealed by a mask 
of black velvet made over a steel 
frame and fastened with a padlock 
at the back of the head. He was 
undei the care of a special jailer and 
was not allowed to see or converse 
with any one else. He died in the 
Bsstille in November 13, and was 
buried under the name of Marchiali. 
The identity of this person has been 
the most peiplexing riddle of his- 
tory ever since that date. No less 
than seventy Itooks have l>een writ- 
ten in different languages concern- 
ing the mi'stery of his life, and four- 
teen different conjectures as to his 
identity have been given, several of 
them involving purely mythical 
individualities. A book written in 
1770 claimed to identify him With 
C«unt Maflhioli, a high official of 
Man'ua, w'iohad bt^en bribetl to up- 
hold French interests, but had chos 
en to l>etray them This theory was 
widely approved for a century, but 
in 1873 a French writer identifietl 
the Iron Mask with a gentleman of 
Lorraine, named Marechiel, who 
ha<i been concerned in a conspiracy 
to as.sassinate King Louis, and the 
similarity of this name to that of 
the "Iron Mask's" death lecord, was 
held to render this theory highly 
probable. Strange to say, still an- 
other theory was put forward in 
1891, founiied upon the discovery 
and tleoiphering of some papers of 
King Louis, which was that the 
mysterious prisoner was none other 
than General du Bulond, who had 
incurred Ihe king's anger by rais- 
ing the siege of Cuneo without 
order-

She 
then asked him if he could give her 
a basin of water and a towel, 
and he replied: "Certainly," and 
quickly brought them to her.

It is proposed to create a meimu m 1 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chureh 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is bnilt 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the -street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church wlitlceand l)e a center 
of religious an i social life aniongf^ 
the silent |>eople8. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bis lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the oburcb 
with which his nan-e has always 
beei aed.

this work be now undert«keu. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf ma tea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
flve feet in depth. It will l)e three 
stories in height, with a tMusemout, 
and will l>6 used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-moles of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
Iw al)out $30,000, and the building 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a con.spicuoos monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
fcUent peoples.
